Various Grasses—Best Cure 


Yet Found. 


(Pittaburg Dispatch.) 


The annual hay fever season begins 
ugust 15, and every rain shower we 
ow enjoy carries with it increased 
iscomfort for the "goggled" gentle- 
en and heavily veiled ladies in the 
ountry districts, for what is water 
on the farmers' mills is to those in- 


ining for hay fever a source or 
greater irritation. 


The better the grass and the more 
bundant its blossoms, the more un- 
omfortable those who, by reason of 
eredity or on account of abnormally 
nsitive respiratory organs, offer this 
ollen floating in the air a convenient 
otbed in their nose and throat, for 
xperiments 
by 
physicians 
and 


cientists in different parts of the 
orld during the summer of last year 
rove beyond dispute that hay fever 


due to such stimuli operating on 


he mucous membranes of the air 
assages. 
Medical science has discovered alto- 
ether seventy-four different kinds 
f grasses and flowers, the pollen of 
hich is liable to pause the disease, 
hey bloom in August, sending the 
ertilizing powder from their anther 
ags into the air, and then the trou- 
le begins. The principal sinners are 
is honey and darnel grasses, the 
ommon mat grass and the rough 
rovender, but all our most common 
eld and garden grasses are fully as 
poisonous" as those named if their 
ust gets into the right or wrong 
oses. 


THE DANGEROUS GRASSES. 
Here is a list of them—a descrip- 
on would he useless, for it takes a 
rained botanist to distinguish one 
ort of grass from another; they are 


much alike.

owever, for the benefit of "hayseed-

nd in the woods.

CAUSES OF THE TROUBLE. 


To undei stand the obnoxious action 
f the pollen upon sensitive noses 


when pollen was flying about. Thote 
confined to certain fields were very 
strongly affected, thote in others 
were let off more easily. 
The scien- 


tists discovered the cause, too. They 
employed a cloth treated to a coat of 
some sticky fluid to catch the pollen 
as it floated through the air, and 
then applied their magnifying glasses 
to count the dust particles caught. 


It was found that in the neighbor- 


hoods where the dogs and cats had 
acquired only mild doses of hay fever 
the fall of pollen had been less than 
in other parts where the animals 
were made to suffer severely. 


REGULAR IN ITS VISITS. 


A series of experiments on both an- 


imals and human beings proved that 
n general nervous constitution pre- 
disposes for hay fever— which, more- 
over. is hereditary, and visits those 
liable to it year after year. It is emi- 
nently a gentleman's disease. 
La- 


boiers and farmers, being made of 
harder stuff, are not liable to it, and 
it is more prone to attack townspeo- 
ple than villagers. 


The microscopic investigations of 


the pollen shows why these tiny par- 
ticles are apt to irritate the filaments. 
Some are in the shape of very minute 
thorns 
and the majority contain 


sharp points, while many exude eth- 
erial oils apt to cause itching. The 
mucous tisues, on their part, do not 
take kindly to the intruder. 
They 


cause the pollen to decompose, and 
sometimes changes its original form. 


The above being settled in the med- 


ical minds, a decided cure for hay 
fever was soon found. 
Heretofore 


the doctors had usually prescribed 
the use of the nasal douche with a 
weak solution of quinine, also antipy- 
rine and creosote and carbolic acid 
inhalations. These drugs gave tem- 
porary relief, but the fever returned 
in its old vigor during the next hay- 
making season, or even at other 
times while the warm spell of weath- 
er lasted. 


BEST REMEDY TO DATE. 


The most effective medical discov- 


ery advises the destruction of the 
conditions which make the nose and 
air passaes a place favorable to the 
development of the disease. After- 
ward you will be no more bothered 
with it, it is claimed. 


For the purpose named a thin wire, 


heated by electricity, is placed up 
the nostrials of the person liable to 
have hay fever and the tissues are 
freely scored. Healing occurs quickly 
and a contraction takes place, which 
is covered by a scab. The latter is 
non-sensitive and the pollen cannot 
stick to it. Before the hot needle is 
applied the interior of the nose 
should be deadened to sensibility by 
dabbling it with a 20 per cent, solu- 
tion of cocaine. 


This surgical remedy is bound to 


become popular, as the only other 
known cure, a sea voyage or a trip 
to the mountains, are not within 
everybody's reach. 
Besides, it has 


been discovered that the seashore, 
too, 
has its hay fever pregnant 


grasses, namely, Bengal grass, ganra 
"•rass, hairy slender paspalum and 
rush salt grass, all of which blossom 
near the coast in August. 


Pei sons who once had hay fever or 


in whose family the disease is hered- 
itary should stay in doors during 
the haying seasons, 
or at least 


should avoid the parks and the open 
country. If they must go out they 
should plug their nostrils with tam- 
pons of coton wool soaked in glycer-

nd throats it will be necessary to 
onsider them internally. The mem- 
rane of the throat has a layer of 
ells, each of which is furnished with 
minute filaments that lash toward 
he throat with quick vibratile mo- 
ion,

gets into these filaments it causes a 
atarrh that quickly affects, besides 
he air-passages, the eyes and the 
lead. And not until these strange 
bodies are removed, either artificially 
r by constant sneezing or in the se- 
cretions from the mouth, nose and 
yes, can the sufferer hope for relief. 


The annual run of hay fever is 


:hree to six weeks. Primarily this 
catarrhal affection exhibits all the 
symptoms of a severe cold. It is ac- 
companied 
by 
headache, 
violent 


sneezing and a watery 
discharge 


from the nostrils and eyes—some- 
times, also, by a dry, hard cough and 
by asthmatic paroxysms. 
The suf- 


lerer is constantly Irritated by tick- 
ling in the nose and by a burning 
throat; the eye-lids swell, pain and 
redden. Even the most manly man 
has to cry. Thers is a little disposi- 
tion to fever, but the head is oppress- 
ed and "full," and there is a persist- 
ent "stuffiness" in the nose which 
makes breathing difficult. 


THE EXPERIMENTS MADE. 
To ascertain whether pollen was 


really the hay fever bacillus the ex- 
perimenters took fertilizing dust 
from various grasses and plants and 
deposited it upon the mucous mem- 
branes of the nose and eye, and into 
the channels of the respiratory or- 
gans of numerous animals. 
From 


twelve to twenty-four hours after- 
wards the inoculated dogs and cats 
exhibited, all the symptoms of hay 
fever.

fused to eat, and were as cross as 
bears with tore heads.

The rose-scent fever and the ripe- 


peaches fever are first cousins of the 
hay fever, and those suffering from 
the one are liable to have the others. 
The remedy is the same in all cases.

spend their days in prayer and good 
works, meditating ever on the life 
to come. Their industry is unceas- 
ing: they till the soil, compelling it 
to yield a fruitful 
harvest; they 


weave and knit and sew, make shoes 
and dainty fancy ware; engage in 
household tasks—and through all the 
silence remains 
unbroken.

(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


The annual hay fever season begins 
.ugust 15, and every rain shower we 
ow enjoy carries with it increased 


discomfort for the."goggled" gentle- 


ien and heavily veiled ladies in the 
ouiitry districts, for whnt Is water 
n the fnrmerB' mills is to those in- 
lining for hay fever a source oi 
reater irritation. 
The better the grass and the more 
hundant its blossoms, the more un- 
omfortable those who, by reason of 
eredity or on account of abnormally 
ensitive respiratory organs, offer the 
ollen floating in the air a convenient 
otbed in their nose and throat, for 
xperimcnts 
by 
physicians 
and 


dentists in different parts of the 
orld during the summer of last year 
rove beyond dispute that hay fever 
s due to such stimuli operating on 
he mucous membranes of the air 
massages. 


Medical science has discovered alto- 
ether . seventy-four different kinds 


grasses and flowers, the pollen of 


which is liable to £ause the disease, 


hey bloom in August, sending the 
ertilizin'g powder from their anther 
ags into the air, and then the trou- 
le begins. The principal sinners arc 
16 honey and darnel grasses, the 
ommon mat grass and the rough 
rovender, but all our most common 
eld nnd garden grasses are fully as 
poisonous" as those named if their 
ust gets into the right or wrong 
oses. 


THE DANGEROUS GRASSES. 
Here is a list of them—a descrip- 
ion would be useless, for it takes n 
rained botanist to distinguish one 
ort of grass from another; they are 
o much alike. 
The doctors give, 


owever, for the benefit of "hayseed- 
rs," the natural abodes of the dim- 
erous plants, at least two kinds of 


which are frequently cultivated in 


ardcns, namely: Mtllet grass and 
ngcr grass. The latter grows wild, 
10. 
The other most common specimens 
re: Indian grass and slender meadow 
rnss, growing In dry soil and sandy, 
ravelly places; smooth crab grass, 
ound In fields and waste places; 
trong scented meadow grass, lining 
lie roadsides; Mexican muhlenbergia 
n low grounds, and sylvan grass in 
ow, rocky woods. 


Next we have splkofgraas, In field? 
nd pastures; glancous small reed in 
'ct grounds, white grass in damp 
roods; obtuse spear grass in woods 
nd swamps; the tall, smooth panic 
n moist, sandy fields; floating fox- 
all in wet meadows nnd ditches; 
•ild water fox-tail in fields and pas- 
ures, and "nimble will" on dry hills 
nd in the woods. 
Furthermore, 


'anadian lime grass, fresh-water 
ord grass and rice grass on the bor- 
ers of streams. 


CAUSES OF THE TROUBLE. 


To understand the obnoxious action 
f the pollen upon sensitive noses 
nd throats it will be necessary to 
onsider them Internally. The mem- 
[•nne of the throat has a layer of 
ells, each of which is furnished with 
:imite filaments that lash toward 
he throat with quick vibratile mo- 
ion, 
moving gently back again. 


When the pollen of grass or flowers 
gets into these filaments it causes a 
atarrh that quickly affects, besides 
he air-passages, the eyes and the 
lead. 
And not until these strange 


bodies are removed, either artificially 
or by constant sneezing or in the se- 
cretions from the mouth, nose and 
syes, can the sufferer hope for relief. 


The annual run of hay fever ii 


;hree to six weeks. Primarily this 
catarrhal affection exhibits all the 
symptoms of a severe cold. It is ac- 
companied 
by 
headache, 
violent 


sneftziiig and a watery 
discharge 


from the nostrils and eyes—soine- 
.imes, also, by a dry, hard cough and 
by asthmatic paroxysms. 
The suf- 


ferer is constantly irritated by tick- 
ing in the nose and by a burning 
throat; the eye-lids swell, pain and 
redden. 
Even the most manly man 


lias to cry. There is a little disposi- 
tion to fever, but the head is oppress- 
ed and "full," and there is a persist- 
ent "stuffiness" in the nose which 
makes breathing difficult. 


THE EXPERIMENTS MADE. 


To ascertain whether pollen was 


really the hay fever bacillus the ex 
perimonters 
took fertilizing 
dus 


from various grasses and plants ant 
deposited it upon the mucous mem 
brnnes of the nose and eye, and int 
the channels of the respiratory or 
gans of numerous animals. 
Fron 


twelve to twenty-four hours after 
wards the Inoculated dogs and cat 
exhibited t all the symptoms of ha 
fever. 
Water was running from 


their eyes arid nose, the poor beast 
nearly snoozed their heads off, re 
fused to eat, and were ns cross a 
bears with sore heads. 


At anb'ther 'expertmental statio 


tho animals were tethered in the ope 


when pollen was flying about. Those 
onfiued to certain fields were very 
trongly affected, 
those in others 


were let off more easily. 
The scien- 


ists discovered the cause, too. They 
niployed a cloth treated to n coat of 
ome sticky fluid to catch the pollen 
s it floated through the air, niid 
!ieu applied their magnifying glasses 
o count the dust particles caught. 
It was found that in the nelghbor- 
oods where the dogs nnd cats had 
cquired only mild doses of hay fever 
iie fall of pollen had been less than 
ii other parts where the animals 
vere made to suffer severely. 


REGULAR IN ITS VISITS. 


A series of experiments on both an- 
nuls and human beings proved that 


general nervous constitution pre- 


isposes for hay fever—which, niore- 
ver, is hereditary, and visits those 
able to it year after year. It is emi- 
ently a gentleman's disease. 
La- 


overs and farmers, being made of 
nrder stuff, are not liable to it, and 
t is more prone to attack townspeo- 
le than villagers. 
The microscopic investigations of 
he pollen shows why these tiny par- 
iclcs arc apt to irritate the filaments, 
ome are in the shape of very minute 
iorns 
and the majority contain 


harp points, while many exude eth- 
rial oils apt to cause itching. 
The 


uucous tisues, on their part, do not 
ake kindly to the intruder. 
They 


ause the pollen to decompose, nnd 
ometimes changes its original form. 
The above being settled in the med- 
cal minds, a decided cure for hay 
ever was soon found. 
Heretofore 


he doctors had usually prescribed 
le use of the nasal douche with n 
:ak solution of quinine, also nntipy- 
ine and creosote and carbolic acid 
nhalations. These drugs gave tern- 
orary relief, but the fever returned 
n its old vigor during the next hny- 
naking- season, or even at other 
mes while the warm spell of weath- 
c lasted. 


BEST REMEDY TO DATE. 


The most effective medical discov- 
ry advises the destruction of the 
onditions which make the nose and 
ir pnssaes n place favorable to the 
evelopment of the disease. 
After- 


ward you will be no more bothered 
with it, it is claimed. 


For the purpose named n thin wire, 
eated by electricity, is placed up 
te nostrials of the person liable to 
ave hay fever nnd the tissues are 
reely scored. Healing occurs quickly 
nd a contraction tates place, which 
s covered by a scab. The latter is 
on-sensitive and tho pollen cannot 
tick to it. 
Before the hot needle is 


pplicd the interior of the nose 
liould be deadened to sensibility by 
abbling it with a 20 per cent, solu- 
ion of cocaine. 
This surgical remedy Is bound to 
ecome popular, as the only other 
nowii cure, a sea voyage or n trip 
o the mountains, are not within 
verybody's reach. 
Besides, it has 


eon discovered that, the seashore, 
oo, has its hay fever pregnant 
•rasses, namely, Bengal grass, ganra 
•rass, hairy slender paspalum and 
ush salt grass, all of which blossom 
.oar the coast in August. 
Persons who once had hay fever or 


n whose family the disease is hered- 
tary should stay in doors during 
lie 
haying 
seasons, 
or at least 


hould avoid the parks and the open 
ountry. If they must go out they 
hould plug their nostrils with tam- 
ons of coton wool soaked in glycer- 
ne, and wear goggles with pale blue 
glasses. 
Women should wear blue 


ilk veils of double thickness.

xtreme coses it is adviseable to use 
respirator. 
The rose-scent fever and the rlpe- 


icaches fever are first cousins of the 
my fever, and those suffering from 
he one are liable to have the others.
